LEASING TO SELL WAR HOUSE

CHICAGO, Feb. 18.—Mass eviction threatens 400 South| 
Chicago families in a profit-gouging plan of the Jeffery 
Building Corp. here. Living in a housing project on the far 


„South Side, these families have been © 
notified that their homes, two-story 
duplex buildings built during the 
war at a ceiling price of $6,250, are 
no longer available for leasing, but 
are for sale for prices ranging as 
high as $8.000. These prices are for 
half a building. . 


As 2 cover for this profiteering 
scheme, C. F. Sweet, president of 
the Jeffery Manor Corp., said that 
the deal is being swung to provide 
homes for veterans. Anyone with 


the cash, though, vet or not, he said, 


can be cut in. 


Tenant Stephen Sowinski, 2126 E. 
96 St, said that when the homes 


were built, they were offered for 


sale at $5,760, and when he and his 
family moved in in 1943, they could 
be had for $6,000. 


BUILT BY TAXPAYERS 


The building corporation con- 
structed these homes through a spe- 
cial grant of ‘the Federal Housing 
Authority to provide war workers 
and their famliies with homes. Since 
October 15, price celling regulations 
have been out. 


Families now in the project have 
been told that there will be no re- 
newal of leases and they must live 
on a month-to-month basis under 
a definite threat of eviction. ‘There 
are no other homes available for 
rent anywhere in the city. 


Alderman Emil Pacini (D), of the 
10th *Ward, cnairman of the South 
Chicago Housing Committee, told a 
delegation of tenants today that he 
would not do anything for them. 


He declared he was in favor of vets 


buying the homes. 


This is the alderman who voted 
against hack licenses for veterans 
attempting to set up their own com- 
pany to buck the Checker-Yellow 
taxicab monopoly here. 


Sweet said that they were doing 
vets a favor' by this action. How- 
ever, many veterans’ families are 
also facing eviction.
